Walter Abell, aged nineteen, the 
youngest son of Pollard Abell, of 
Rockford, committed suicide about 
8:30 o’clock Thursday evening in the 
Nabb 
cemetery, 
after 
shooting 
his 
sweetheart, 
Miss 
Clark 
M«l- 
lencamp, aged eighteen, the daugh­ 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. John Mellencamp. 
For several weeks the young lady 
has been making her home with Mr. 
and Mrs. Herman Klosterman, who 
reside about two miles west df Rock­ 
ford, and it was at that plaqp that 
Abell attempted to take her life. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mellencamp objected 
to Abell keeping company with their 
daughter, and so informed Mrs. KIoh- 
terman, who was requested not to al­ 
low the girl to go with him. 
T h u r s ­ 
day evening Abell called at the Klos- 


was lying down when he fired the 
fatal shots. 
Coroner Frank Bowden, of Browns- 
town, was notified about 0 o’clock of 
the tragedy and went immediately to 
take charge of the bodv which was 
brought to this city and taken to 
JIustedt’s undertaking establishment, 
where it was prepared for burial. 
The coroner held his inquest this 
afternoon and, after an examination 
of the witnesses, found that Abell’s 
death was caused by his own hand 
with suicidal intent. 
The revolver with which the shoot­ 
ing was done was purchased in this 
city about three weeks ago. 
It is 
said that on last Sunday evening, 
Abell and Miss Mellencamp were driv­ 
ing and that they noticed several 
hoys following them. 
Abell had the 
revolver with him at that time and 
fired three shots in the air and the 
parties who were following the couple 
went no further. Abell left his horn?, 
near Rockford, about 2 o’clock Thurs ­ 
day afternoon, stating that he was 
going out in the woods to shoot some 
squirrels, and did not return before 
he went to the Klosterman house. His 
father did not know' where he was 
until he was informed of his death. 
For several weeks he had been em­ 
ployed on a number of farms and 
worked for Harry Reveal until Sat­ 
urday. 
it is supposed that Abell ran from 
the Klosterman home, after he had 
shot Miss Mellencamp, with the in­ 
tention of escaping, but finally con­ 
cluded that ibis would be impossible, 
and for this reason committed sui­ 
cide. 
He is survived by bis father, 
six sisters and three brothers.

Small 
pu rplish bro wn mo ths appear in grape 
viney ards in May and Ju ne and lay

o f the blo sso m clu sters. 
Here they 
hatch, and the y o u ng caterpillars im­ 
mediately begin eating the blo sso m 
bu ds even befo re the latter o pen. They 
spin a delicate web amo ng the bu ds, 
and as the larvae feed thro u gho u t Ju ne 
they so o n attack the recently set ber­ 
ries. 
As a resu lt, many bu ds and 
y o u ng berr'es are destro y ed, a flo wer 
clu ster o ften su ffering severely . Really 
mo re inju ry is clo ne by the caterpillars 
o f this bro o d than by tho se o f the sec­ 
o nd o ne, y et o ne rarely no tices the 
wo rk o f these Ju ne larvae. They can 
be reached at this time very effectively 
with a po iso n so lu tio n.

New Jersey as a preliminary to 
bis nomination as the Democratic can­ 
didate for president 
That is the lat­ 
est big political fact that has chal­ 
len g e the uotice of the American peo­ 
ple. 
The sponsors of Wilson’s boom for 
president and therefore of his candi­ 
dacy for governor are said to be ex- 
Senator James Smith of New Jersey, 
Roger C. Sullivan of Illinois and Colo­ 
nel George Ilarvey, editor of Harper’s 
Weekly. The announcement was made 
after President Wilson had been in 
conference at the Lawyers’ club in 
New York. 
For all of these several reasons and 
some others political wiseacres opine 
that Wall street is back of the move, 
i They 
recall 
that 
Colonel 
Ilarvey 
fought Roosevelt, that Roger Suliivan 
was read out of the Democratic party 
by Bryan and that ex-Senator Jim 
Smith has long been regarded as a lit­ 
tle brother of the trusts. 
However these things be, the big pa- 
! pers of the country are taking Wood­ 
row Wilson’s candidacy for governor 
of New Jersey seriously, and if he 
should be nominated and elected to 
| that office his candidacy for the presi­ 
dency 
would be more serious yet. 
Therefore he is n factor to be reckoned 
with. 
Mentioned For 19 08 . 
It was in 1900 that Colonel Harvey 
first nominated Wilson for president, j 
He threw It out as a mere brilliant ; 
passing thought, like so many of the j 
Harvey suggestions, but contrary to j 
his expectations—and his experience— 
it “caught on.’’ 
All sorts of letters 
were received from all sorts of cor­ 
ners of the land approving the pro­ 
posal. 
For once in his life Colonel 
Harvey had struck a popular chord, 
so he kept on booming Wilson. 
True, nothing came of it In 1908. 
Bryan wanted that nomination, and 
the Democratic party wanted him to 
have it. Now apparently both Bryan 
and 
the party 
have changed their 
minds and there is a chance for some­ 
body else. 
“Why not Wilson?” says 
Harvey, so he tries for the delicious 
experience of again striking the popu­ 
lar chord. But he lias grown wiser in 
the four years. 
He has learned that 
the American people demand in the 
presidency a man of some political ex­ 
perience. So he decides to try his can­ 
didate in the governorship of New Je r­ 
sey and so qualify him for the bigger j 
job. At least to a man up a political 
tree that looks like the psychology’ of 
the proposition. 
Let us give Colonel Harvey due cred­ 
it for one thing. He has again caused 
that coveted popular chord to vibrate. 
The talk of Wilson for governor is 
buzzing ail over New Jersey, and soon 
the gossip of him for president will be 
humming throughout the country. 


Wilson a Clev eland Democrat. 
Woodrow’ Wilson was the friend of 
Grover Cleveland. 
While the ex-presi- 
| dent was a lecturer at Princeton the 
two frequently discussed politics and 
Kindred topics. 
Their views were in 
close accord, both believing in lofty 
standards, individual honesty and cour­ 
age, both being old school Democrats 
and both opposing Bryan. 
Public af­ 
fairs are congenial topics with Dr. Wil­ 
son, for, while hfs highest reputation 
has been gained as an educator, his 
chief interest is political economy anti 
government. 
Possibly that is because 
be was born in Virginia or because he 
once practiced law in Atlanta, or it 
may be due to temperament. 
Wilson is not only a political econo 
mist, but a historian, some of whose 
H*works have become text books. Among 
others he is the author of “Congres­ 
sional Government,’’ which appeared 
| in 18S5 and immediately gained him a 
reputation as an original thinker; “The 
State.” which came out in 1889, deal- ( 
lug with all branches of constitutional 
government; “ Division and Reunion,” 
covering American history from 1829 
to 1889; “Mere .Literature and Other 
Essays,” “George Washington” and a 
“History of the People of the United 
States.” 
Most of these books are standard au- 
all of them 
show 
research, 
scholarship 
and 
in 
places brilliancy. 
“Division aud Re­ 
union.” while written from the view­ 
point of the southerner, reveals a 
breadth and wholesome Americauism 
that rob it of offense for northern read 
era. 
Has Grasp of Ev ents. 
In all his political and historical 
writings I)r. Wilson shows himself a 
fundamental Democrat with a pecul­ 
iar Insight Into the spirit aud purposes 
of the founders and builders of the 
nation. 
He Is also a lecturer who 
speaks before popular assemblies as 
well as before educational and scien­ 
tific bodies. 
His voice is said to re­ 
semble that of Henry Ward Beecher. 
Dr. Wilson is fifty-three years of 
age and was graduated from Prince­ 
ton at the age of tw’enty-tw’o. 
He was 
christened Thomas Woodrow, and in 
college was called “Tommy,” but like 
Grover Cleveland, who was originally 
Stephen Grover, 
he amputated 
the 
first nam e 
.After leaving Princeton 
Wilson studied law in the Univ ersity 
of Virginia and practiced in Atlanta 
for two y ears. 
It was while in Geor 


gist that he met and later married Alias 
Ellen Louise Axson. a belle of Sa­ 
vanna. 
From 1883 to 1S85 he took a post­ 
graduate course in Johns 
Hopkins, 
after which he became professor of 
history and political economy at Bryn 
Mavrr. 
He next held the same chair 
at Wesleyan university. 
From 1890 
to 1902 he was professor of jurispru­ 
dence and politics at Princeton. 
While 
In this position he was offered the 
presidency of other colleges at an ad­ 
vance of salary, hut preferred to re­ 
main with his alma mater. 
Since 1902 
he has been president of Princeton.

Despite the fagjt that he is a digni 
fied educator, Dr. Wilson enjoys and 
on occasion tells a good story.
